The prairie provinces of Canada have completed the harvesting and 
threshing of the greatest grain crops in the history of Canada, judged from 
the standpoint of volume. It is conservatively estimated that the wheat 
crop alone will not be less than 500,000,000 bushels, and that the other four 
principal grains, oats, rye, barley and flax, will add close to another 500,- 
000,000 bushels to the total bringing Canada's grain yield for the first nti 
within measurable distance of a billion bushel crop. 

In almost every respect the season of 1928 was ideal from the stand-| 
point of seeding, growing, cutting and threshing and the acreage seeded | 
showed a substantial increase over former years. There was an absence | 
of rust and other parasites, ample moisture; taking the country as a whole, 
and generally an absence of those conditions which result in a lowering of 
yield, The only fly in the ointment was the killing frosts of the third week | 
in August which caught the ater sown crops and those which from one 
cause or another had not matured. The result was disastrous from the 
standpoint of grades, and consequently materially lowering in prices of a} 
large part of the total production. 

According to a rough estimate of the Saskatchewan crop it is stated | 
that about one+third of the wheat will be of the contract grades of 1, 2 and | 
3 northern, that another one-third will grade number 4, and that the re-| 
maining one-third will grade below that figure. 

It is within the power of our farmers to partly offset the losses 
occasioned by dry seasons through the adoption of the most scientific meth- 
ods of farming; they can increase yields and grades by using good, clean 
seed and by waging continuous warfare on noxious weeds; they can insure 
their crops against hail, But they stand helpless before the icy clutch of Jack 
Frost, }

A QUESTION 
OF LAW 


Every day the City of Calgary is 
breaking the law, by dumping raw 
sewage into the Bow River. This is 
direct violation of the Public Health 
Act, and conStitutes a serious menace 
to the health of the people of Bassano 
who use the Bow River water. For 
years Calgary has defied the provin- 
cial authorities. They have prob- 
ably become 80 accustomed to’ doing 
it that now they think they can do as 
they pl Bassano. had to con- 
torm to the Public Health Act and 
build a sewage disposal plant. Cal- 

ty should be made to do the same. 
Tf it is wrong for Bassano to dump 
Taw sewage into the Bow River it is 
certainly wrong for Calgary to do it. 

For years Calgary has been break- 
ing the law, and continues to break 
it, with never a word of protest from 
the provincial health authorities.

Pablo was’’ rancher in ‘Montana who 
had gathered up“ the remnant of a 
iherd of wild buffalo and vainly en- 
deavored to profit by his foresight 
by selling the animals to the U. 8. 
| Government. Failing in ‘this he 
offered the herd to Canada and our 
Government accepted. Pablo had a 
real job to round up and ship the 
shaggy monarchs of the prairie, but 
| Saerty succeeded in sending through 
653 of the animals. I remember in 
1910 going down to the Calgary rail- 
way yards to see the Pablo buffalo 
en route to Wainwright. They were 
lined up in improvised stalls and tied 
with stout ropes so that they had 
little freedom.. The great beasts, 
with eyes rolling and tongues hang- 
ing out, seemed much distressed.

\ J and “early 6000 shipped north to 
Wood Buffalo Park. This increase 
shows how the buffalo have thrived 
at Wainwright. The park furnishes 
a natural home for them and ali the 
feed required is furnished ‘by the 
_|**buffalo grass,’ that most nutritious 
prairfe hay, or fodder grasg raised by 
the park employes. To a visitor to 
the park it would seem that a hun- 
dred years have been rolled back and 
the grazing herds of bison recalls the 
fitst vision Kelsey had of the Buffalo 
in Manitober many, many years ago. 

Overcrowding on the Wainwright 
‘Park compelled the Government to 
deplete the ranks of the buffalo by. 
slaughter and shipping a contingent 
into the far north. A location be- 
tween Lake Athabaska and the Great 
Slave Lake was chosen for the em- 
igrants, and they were shipped north 
by train and boat. There they have 
become acclimated and are_said to be 
mingling with the wood bison, of the 
same species.
